Dr. Moseley is a McGill gradU' 
ate, and holds the rank of Lecturer 
in Surgery in the Medical' faculty 
He received his Arta degree here in 
1028, and the following year entered 
Oxford with the distinction of 
Rhodes Scholarship. In 1029 he was 
accorded an honours degree in 
Arts, and was later honoured by 
membership in the Royal College 
of Physicians and the Royal Col 
lege of Surgeons. He became asso 
dated with St Thomas' Hospital in 
London, an appointment which he 
maintkined until his return to this 
continent in 1938., 

His career was further distin- 
guished by Master's degrees in Arte 
and Surgery, received In 1934, and 
finally by a Doctorship in Medicine, 
achieved four years afterwards. He 
was Harmsworth Senior Scholar at 
Mcrton College, Oxford, and for 
two years occupied the Resident 
Surgical Office at the university 
Post-graduate studies took him from 
Oxford to London, Paris, Berne, 
Zurich, Marseilles, Vienna, Heidel- 
berg, Boston, and most recently, 
Montreal. He is a Fellow of the 
Royal Society of Medicine, an As- 
sociate of the British Orthopaedic 
Association,' and a member of the 
Canadian Medical AssociaUon and 
of the Montreal Medlco-Chirurgical 
Society. Author of many publica- 
tions in current medical literature,

Chief Justice Lapointe 
Passes After llbess 

At 9.15 a.m. yesterday, at the 
Nptre Dame Hospital, the Rt. 
Hon. Ernest Lapointe, Mitiister 
of Justice, passed away after 
several weeks of Illness. 

Born at St Elol, the Chief 
Justice, during his sixty-five 
years of life, grew to be one of 
Canada's foremost and most 
well-loved statesmen. Enter- 
ing public life in 1904, by ac- 
clamation to Parliament, he de- 
voted all his days to the bet- 
terment of his country and to 
the welfare of Its people. 

At the Convocation of 1938, 
McGill conferred the degree of 
LL.D. on Mr. Lapointe; and it 
will he noticed today that the 
flag atop the Arts Building is 
at half-mast in honour of the 
Minister of Justice. In the 
words of the Rt Hon. Arthur 
Meighen, "His passing leaves 
us void."

Labour Chief 
To Report 

I.L.O. Confab 
Topic of Cosmo 
Meet Tonight 



Dr. Pierre Waelbroek, Chief of 
the Employment and Migration sec< 
tion of the International Labour 
Office, will address th'e Cosmopoli- 
tan Club at 8.30 p.m. tonight in 
Strathcona Hall. 

The subject of his address will 
be: "The International Labour Con- 
ference. 1041." Dr. Waelbroek and 
his colleagues recently returned to 
Montreal from the Conference )n 
New York City, and this is the first 
opportunity given members of the 
University to hear a report of the 
Conference from an eye-witness. 

The speaker was born in Ghent, 
Belgium, and received the degree 
of Doctor of Laws at the Univer- 
sity of Ghent. He served with the 
Belgium 4rmy, and was wounded 
in World War I. At the end of the 
war be worked with the. Ministry 
of Economic Affairs of the Belgium 
Government, first in Le Havre, and 
then in Brussels. 

When the League of Nations was 
formed, Dr. Waelbroek joined the 
staff of the Information Section in 
London. When the League moved 
to Geneva, he liecame Chief of the 
Editorial Section. In 1936 he was 
appointed to the position of Chief of 
the Employment and Migration Sec- 
tin. The speaker and his colleagues 
came to Montreal with the I.L.O. 
on the invitation Of the University. 

The program for the evening will 
conclude with refreshniente and 
dancing to a nickelodeon.

Conditions for Student Grants 
Are Released in Complete Detail 

Under the mechanics announced for the new plan to re-habilitate 
ex-service men back into university life, the Minister of Pensions and 
National Health may make grants under the following conditions:

No man, if single, may receive more than nine dollars per week, nor 
may a married man exceed the maximum of thirteen dollars for the same 
length of time, 

❖ ❖ ❖ 

Grante will be made to such persons as are pursuing vocational, tech- 
nical, or other educational training, provided that the Minister approves 
such training as being advantageous in' the securing of employment, and 
If a satisfactory proficiency is maintained. 

•:• ❖ ❖ 

Dischargees who were regularly enrolled in a University before serv- 
ing, and who re-enter within fifteen months after discharge, or those 
who are admitted for the first time within these fifteen months.-allow- 
ing for the completion of matriculation studies, and for illness— will also 
be paid the above amounte per week as above. 

❖ ❖ •> 

Those studenta who were following graduate studies prior to enlist- 
ment, or who intend to take up that type of work will be paid the stip- 
endium as cited if their studies are resumed as soon as possible, at the 
most Within a year. 

❖ ❖ ❖ 

Any of these three groups— vocational, undergraduate, or graduate—' 
may further receive "a payment on his behalf not exceeding the tuition 
fees, studenta' fees, and athletic fees or other charges and costs of hi.<i 
course. 

Grants will not be made to such as are receiving rehabllitetion bcne- 
fita or monetary compensation for unemployment unless the student's 
ability or his work be a matter of public interest.

Votes Financial 
Grant for Four 
Faculty Clubs 

The Arts and Science Under- 
graduates Society met yesterday af- 
ternoon to discuss principally the 
ratification of the amended consti- 
tution. Owing to the fact that only 
fifteen members attended the meet- 
ing, thé executive found it suitable 
to change the required quorum 
from twenty-flve to ten. The pro 
posed changes were passed by i 
margin of seven votes. 

Formerly there existed two con- 
stitutions, neither of which had 
been ratified or officiaUy accepted 
by the Undergraduates Society, and 
which even conflicted with each 
other on certain important pomte, 
At yesterday's meeting, however, 
the society compiled a coherent 
constitution from these two drafta 
which had been drawn up over a 
period of years. 

In the amendment the functions 
of the group are clarified and sped 
fied, and the duties of the execu- 
tive conunittee stressed. It is em- 
phasized that the society will be 
no better than ita executive and 
that the amount of ita initiative 
and energy will determine the im- 
portance of the society in campus 
life. 

Five societies of the University, 
namely the Historic Club, the 
Philosophical Club, the Literature 
Society, the. Club HIspanico, and 
the Debating Union, submitted a 
request for a monetary grant. The 
Arts and Science Undergraduates

Grants Aid Both 
Technical and 
Academic Tuition 

A recent Ordcr-in-Coundl, named 
"The Post-Discharge Re-esUbllsh* 
ment Order," has been passed witli 
a view to aiding the rehabilitation 
of such active service men as wish 
to continue their education upon 
discharge from the forces. A maxi« 
mum sum of nine dollars per weelc 
will be paid to single men, and of 
thirteen dollars to those who are 
married. 

Though this Information has been 
current around Canadian univenl- 
ties for some time, it has not been 
possible to publish it till now, be- 
cause of the uncertainty of th* 
plans, which even yet are not quite 
definite. 

Directly responsible for the post- 
war student aid plan are several 
government committees, chiefly the 
War Pensions Committee, under 
the -chairmanship of Dean Cyrus. 
MacMillan of the Faculty of Artii'; 
along with the Committee on Re« ' 
construction headed by the PrlncI-* 
pal. Dr. Cyril James. As a result 
of their efforts it will become pos* 
sible tor enlisted men whose edu- 
cation has been interrupted to. re* 
sume a prefeired course of study.' 

"Orderly re-establishment in dvU 
life on discharge", is the proposed 
purpose of the Order, and extensive 
provisions are being made not only 
to supply the former soldlen with 
civilian clothes and transportation 
to their home or point of enllstioen^ 
along with remedial medical treat- . 
ment and disability pensions, but 
also a money grant for rehabilita- 
tion, and vocational training faeill' 
ties with preferred employment 

Specific details of the plan which 
arc pertinent to studenta appear 
elsewhere on this page. 

Although no such point has been 
made in the official release, a re- 
cent editorial from the Varsity has 
pointed out that the Government: 
has by no means committed itaelf in 
respect of these paymenta, but that 
it has merely set up the legal ma- 
chinery for making the payments. 
The editorial puts forth the opin- 
ion that the Government cannot 
justly be censured, however, for not. 
making definite ■ promises at thta : 
point in a yet uhehded and costly 
war, since there can be no proper 
estimation of the number of those 
who may have to be provided for. 
The value of such a scheme can 
hardly be exaggerated, it was con- 
sidered, and a review of those stur 
dents who have left Toronto • to'; 
serve shows 2,200 prospective bene- 
ficiaries. 

The like comments will appertain 
In all other Canadian Universities, 
and it will be an added incentiys!, 
to service for the nation to thon' 
who have hesitated heretofore 
cause of their education's ItiMm' 
plcteness. • "V^

International 
StudentJiervice 



The International Student Service is an in- 
ternational orsanlration with Canadian head- 
quarters In Toronto, which appeals for funds 
to relieve suffering, promote friendship and 
understanding and keep alive a sense of social 
responsibility among the students dispossessed 
by the present wars. In Europe the fund is 
administered by a committee which consists of 
representatives of I.S.S., of the World's Stu- 
dent Christian Federation, and of the Roman 
Catholic Organization, "Pax Romana." Last 
year about $30,000 was expended. In Chinq, 
the committees consist of university deans, 
professors and students and last year expend- 
ed about $40,000. Canadian universities con- 
tributed $2,300 towards theitot«l^|Bst year. 

In Canada, Mr. Dale BrownT^ a secretary of 
the European Student Relief Fund, whose 
work has been to contact and assist University 
students in Prisoner of War and Refugee 
camps here, has recently made a report which 
is herewith summarized. 

"Work In the Prisoner of War Camps is im- 
portant not only because it gives us opportun- 
ity to express to these young men that our 
way of life is different from that practised by 
the present leaders of their fatherland, but 
alio because it enablfs similar work to be car- 
ried on reciprocally with Canadian and British 
prisoners of war in Germany. 

In the Refugee Camps education has been 
quite extensive. One hundred students took 
their matriculation examinations with McGill 
University in June and September. Of these, 
slxty-flvc passed, fifteen scoring 80 per cent, 
or more. This has been a remarkable achieve- 
ment, in view of the shortness of time for 
preparation, the lack of facilities. and'space /for 
study, and . the scarcity of teachers" familiar 
with the Canadian system of education. The 
results achieved this year have encouraged 
more students to work towards the examina- 
tions next year. Present enrolment is ap< 
proximately one hundred seventy fn the three 
camps. They are not letting their desire for 
release deter them from using the time they 
are spending in the camps to the best ad- 
vantage. 

Correspondence courses have l>een ar' 
ranged with Queen's University in Arts, and 
with one or two of the technical institutes in 
Engineering. This work- has heen encouraged 
by government authorities and by the com' 
manding officers of the camps themselves. The 
Student Relief Fund has been able to supply 
sufficient books so that these courses can be 
carried on and in addition has obtained a num- 
ber of books to assist these men to iestablish 
their own classes In advanced university work. 

Many courses are being taught systematic 
ally imdor experienced leadership. There are 
language classes, history and philosophy class- 
es, classes in law conducted by lawyers, and 
in medicine organized under the doctors in the 
camp. 

The extent of this constructive work which 
is being carried on Is determined by the vari- 
ous capacities of the leaders, but more especial 
ly by the material available. An Intense need 
is felt for matriculation texts and for books on 
all university subjects. <Texts which have been 
accumulated over a period of years by univer- 
sity students and are no longer useful to thèm' 
selves will be wèleomed by the International 
Student Service and put to immediate use in 
the Refugee Camps. Those who wish to do 
more may adopt one or two of these students 
by helping them with the fees for correspond 
ehce càurses and by writing to them.

Blood Group* 

Perhaps the most important 
single discovery in the history of 
blood transfusions was made in 
1900, when it was shown that the 
properties of all human blood arc 
not alike and that certain blood 
would react when transfused into 
different individuals. The actual 
substances responsible were detect- 
ed and found to be within the red 
blood cells. Now when transfusions 
of whole blood are made, both the 
donor and the recipient are "typed," 
and ori\y if the donor's blood be- 
longs to the same group as that of 
the recipient is it used. 

Human blood falls into lour dis- 
tinct groups which are labelled 
O.A.B. and A.B. Blood from one 
groûp cannot be mixed with blood 
from another without serious and 
sometimes fatal reaction to the re- 
cipient However, group O blood 
can be transfused into anyone with 
safety, and people with blood of 
this group are called "universal 
donors." 

It has been found that the fluid 
part of the blood, called plasma, is 
Just as good as whole blood for 
most transfusion purposes. Since 
the harmful . reactions In trans 
fusions were caused by the red 
blood celts, the use of plasma does 
away with this dangerous threat 
Hence anyone's plasma can be 
used with safety, and there is no 
need to determine the group of the 
donor or recipient 

To obtain plasma, whole blood Is 
allowed to stand for several days 
until all the red cells drop to the 
bottom, leaving a clear fluid on top. 
Sodium citrate is usually added to 
prevent clotting. The clear fluid is 
plasma, and is separated from the 
red cells. 

Plasma has decided advantages 
over whole blood. It keeps well at 
room temperature and does not 
have to be preserved in a refrlger 
ator. Transportation is simplified 
both on this account and also be 
cause Plasma is not affected by 
shaking as are the red cells in 
whole blood. It can be stored for 
indefinitely long periods without 
déterloratioi), while whole blood 
cannot be kept for very long per- 
iods. And as mentioned, there Is no 
need to "type" plasma, it can' be 
transfused Into anyone with safety, 
Serum and Plaa na 
TfiC iXood donated to the Bed 
Cross Clinic will not be changed 
into plasma but into powdered 
serum. Plasma and serum are both 
obtained from whole blood, but in 
the case of serum, the blôod is at 
lowed to clot Ttie clot Is removed 
and with It are the red cells (and 
other blood corpuscles) enmeshed 
in the fibrils of clot This leaves a 
clear fluid, without any cells, and 
quite unable to dot Plasma is also 
à clear fluid without cells; but It an 
anticoagulant sueh as sodlurti dtrate 
were not present dotting would 
occur. This difference between 
plasma and serum is of no other 
practical Importance, and both can 
be used, either in the liquid or dry 
state, for transfusion purposes,

Dr. Naismith af- 
ter graduating from McGlU with 
degrees in Arts and Theology took 
over^theipost of gymnasium Instruc- 
tor*at'*McGlll*and served in this 
capacity from 1888 to 1800. The loi 
lowing year Dr. Naismith went to 
Springfield College to specialize in 
physical education and in the year 
1891 originated the game of basket- 
ball.

In orlginsttng the game Dr. 

Naismith was searching for » 
game that could be played in- 
doors as well as out and that 
was devoid of 'the physical con- 
tact of sports like soccer and 
lacrosse while possessing all the 
elements of skill, amusement 
and science. The extent to 
which Dr. Malsmllb succeeded 
In carrying out this chore may 
be seen from the attendance 
records at basketball games in 
the Vnlted States last year 
where 90,000,000 people watched 
the game. '

Due to the war It is impossible 

for the Canadian teams to contri- 
bute to the basketball hall of fame 
being erected in Springfield but 
plans are going ahead to hold an 
all-star game at McGill the pro- 
cvpds from which could go to buy 
War Savings Certificates. Thus,

INSTRUCTOR DESCRIBES NAZI 
SABOTAGE IN PRE-WAR 
FRANCE 



Saw 



Undisguised. Agents In 
Prepare for Conquest 



1937 



Leroy J. Benoit is an instructor 
ht French, a man who spends much 
of his t/me in Sever, many of his 
hours correcting papers, but he Is 
an instructor who can tell an un- 
believable tale of sabotage, of large- 
scale Intrigue, of fifth-column. 

Attached to the American Em- 
bassy in Paris during the summers 
of 1030 and 1937 as interpreter, for 
a while liaison officer between the 
Embassy in Paris and in Berlin, and 
several months In the intelUgence 
division of the Paris Embassy. 
Benoit saw at first hand a great 
part of what in his own words he 
describes as the "gigantic behind' 
the-scenes action which prepared 
the way for the final debacle, the 
collapse of France." The story he 
tells, unbelievable in 1037, seems all 
too familiar today. 

Nasis Worked From Paris Fair 

As far back as the summer In 
which Paris was the scene of the 
great international exposition, Ben 
oit saw Nazi agents actually oper 
ating from the German pavilion 
which then stood on the bank of 
the Seine. Although their activity 
was known BenottVdaInu that the 
French contented ^themselves 



with 

making heated protests to the Ger 
man Reich through customary 
diplomatic channels and accepted as 
satisfactory the avowed reprhnands 
dispensed by the Berlin govern' 
ment. 

Nazi exchange-instructors, assign 

ed to the French, universities in 
great numbers, were at that time 
travelling about the country armed 
with the familiar Lelca, Benoit 
says. Instead of taking courses in 
French universities, they were 
studying French topography, com' 
munlcatlons, and public facilities, 

As a sample of the work of these 
men, Benoit tells of the discovery 
by French authorities of a, report 
"filled with a complete photographic 
history of the landing field at Tours) 
the munitions dumps, the number 
of planes, the number of pilots, 
maps of the principal highways, 
storage depots, granaries, and 
hundred other things." * 
French Navy Photographed 
Another instance cited is that of 
message sent from Brest In the 
summer of 1037 which read like 
this: "The cruiser Colbert is in' dock 
Na 6 Amnament 6425, forward guns 
carefully pbotocd, agents incited 
workmen's strike on Monday 16th, 

France awoke too late to these 
perils, says Benoit. "Her people 
were apathetic and imconcerned, 
her workers jealous of their pocket 
books and not jealous enough 
their fatherland," and he goes on 
to draw a parallel between the 
Vichy consuls in the United States 
and the German pavilion at the 
Paris Exposition. "Vichy Is not 
France," maintains Benoit, "Vichy 
is Berlin, therefore Germany."

In England and Wales, if fertility 
and mortality' remain at their pres- 
ent level indefinitely, the popula- 
tion will be Just dne-haU of its pre- 
sent size one hundred years hence. 
Thus women and the family must 
regain their position as man's first 
concern. Wc must learn to look 
upon birth as a natural, splendid 
event, to be hoped for and eagerly 
awaited, and not as an imauthorlzed 
eniDachment of nurses habits. 

A recognition of the potential of 
human welfare inherent in existing 
scientific knowledge will reveal the. 
features of our^|modern life that 
are propitious to fertility.
